The mainly youthful ricters ignored 
an army warning to disperse and 
troops opened fire in self defence,

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DIAMOND MEN 
MUST BE ALERT

Jerusalem Post Economic Correspondent 
US articles ‘about the Is- 
rash diamond industry have 
analyzed the decline in exports 
from $216m. in 1969 to $202m. 139: 
year. Tt was found that this iag 
was mostly caused by the recession 
in the United States. Nevertheless, 
competition from India (cheap la- 
bour) and probably from Russia 
(automated production methods) 

also played their part. 

There are stili other dangers on 
the horizon. The first is genuine 
artificial dlamonds. Last year it wag 
reported that the General Electric 
Corp. had made a notable break- 
through in the field ‘of precious 
stones, And, ten years after produc- 
ing the first industrial diamonds 
by an artificial process, the giant 
corporation. succeeded in synthesiz- 
ing gem stones. These arttficial 
diamonds emerge after 8. process 
in which, during a few days, the 
raw material is subjected to 8 
Pressure of 60,000 atmospheres at, 
ἃ temperature ‘of 2,500 Centigrade, 
The form of the diamond thus 
Created was almost flawless, and 
required next to no polishing, it 
was reported. 

However, it was added, the pro- 
cess has one very important draw- 
back — it’ is prohibitively expen- 
sive, The artificial gem diamonds 
are not cheaper than the natural 
product. On the contrary, the cost 
t@ the producer ἐξ many times 
higher than the already costly na- 
tural gem. 

The scientific achievement was 
highly praised. But it was sald 
that the new process seemed to be 
of no value commercially. 

Mock diamonds 

. πὶ addition to the “real” artificial 
diamonds -— made in a process 
copied from the way nature itself 
created diamonds — ‘another “arti- 
ficial diamond,” an amalgamation 
of lead and titanium, bas again 
made an appearance in the shops. 
A lead-titanium amalgamation can be 
polished as a diamond, reflects the 
ght brilltantly. When properly set 
in a ring, a drooch or a necklace, 
it is: indistinguisbable from a real 
diamond. (When weighed in the 
hand, the difference is immediately 
felt by every expert; these mock 
diamonds have a totally different 
specific gravity.) 

‘Mock diamonds are not cheap 
— §20-§25 per carat — but not 
very expensive either, as they do 
mot get dearer — as real gems 
do — when the size increases, 

A.way has deen found to decrease 
the ibrittieness of the- stones and 
they are again appearing in airport 
and hotel shops. There seems to he 
@ Market for “cheap” engagement 
rings which look like read diamonds. 
The jewelery trade has brushed. off 
the thought that these titanium- 
Jead mock diamonds could prove to 
be serious competition for the Fem 


gem.

TRENDS 


The future of the diamond in- 
dustry all over the world depends 
on the willingness of the public to 
continue buying. diamonds to be 
presented to the female population, 
“Beautifully set in a ring, necklace, 
brooch or earring or any other 
ornsment, on special occasions. Se- 
rious market research indicates that 
nobody believes in a reversal of the 
Present long-term upward trend, 
notwithatanding the fact that the 
gales of the Central Selling Orga- 
nization of De Beers declined this 
year by a whopping 24 per ¢ent. 

It is generally assumed that 1970 
was everywhere a bad year for dia- 
monds, especially when . compared 
with the results of the ‘record year 
1969. Moreover, there is a feeling 
that the Central Selling Organiza- 
tiou is loosing Its tight grip on the 
market. Outside sales have benefit- 
ed, it is said Israel, for instance, 
is covering now two-thirds of its 
needs from outside sources against 
only 50 or even 40 per cent a few 
years ago. 


Limited growth 

Some experts hold that the tre- 
mendous upsurge in sales all over 
the world since the end of the 
Second World War will slow down, 
but a more Hmited growth is con- 
sidered a conservative expectation. 
Barring unforeseen sudden discove- 
ries of huge diamond sources or an 
unexpected radical decrease in the 
high cost of the production of arti- 
ficial gems, prices of diamonds 
should remain — always relatively 
speaking — steble. 

The industry should continue to 
expand all over, though probabiy 


“at a somewhat lower rate. The 


government’s estimate that Israel's 
exports would be $270m. in 1975 
against $200m. last year, expresses 
this view, as diamond exports more 
than doubled every five years since 
the establishment of the State. 

To remain™ competitive and to 
achieve an export of $270m., Israel's 
diamond industry must automate. 
Tt ia not often realized that although 
production dropped and 2,000 left 
the diamond trade, the difficulty the 
industry is facing {ts not 8 surplus 
of labour Sut a jack of: manpower. 
The workers who left the industry 
had no difficulty in finding alterna- 
tive employment — the quickly- 
expanding metals and electronics 
industries eagerly offered them fobs. 

Very few young diamond workers 
entered the profession last year. 
The more sophisticated electronics 
industries offer a more promising 
career.

Commission on handling reparations claims ἡ 


The Supreme Court allowed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Haifa District Court delivered on 
May 14, 1970 {in CC. 678/68). 

The appellant, who had been a 
lawyer in Germany, made an agree- 
ment in 1956 with” the Hitachdut 
Olei Rumania — the respondents — 
whereby the latter would arrange 
for him to handle the claims for 
reparations of Nazi victims in re- 
turn for receiving 1 per cent of 
ail the claims which he managed 
to settle. 

The appellant paid the respon- 
dents certain sums of money in 
respect of claims which he had 
handled but stopped all such pay- 
ments in 1962, because of a dispute 
with the respondents. He subse- 
quently sutmitted that he was not 
able for any outstanding payments 
because of section 5 of the Claims 
by Victims of the Nazis (Reguia- 
tion of Handling) Law, which came 
into force in April, 1957. 

This section ‘provides that: “A 
person authorized to handle clatms 
shail not pay to another person any 
commission or other remuneration 
for procuring a claim for him to 


Although there may be no cause handle.” 
The Haifa District Court, before 
which the dispute bebween the par- 


for serious concern about the future 
of Israel's diamond industry, there 
is certainly mo reason for compla- 
cency.

Prince Souvanna Phouma found 
himself signing yet another protest 
to Britain and the Saviet Union 
last month. For Britain and “the 
Soviet Union were co-chairman of 
the Geneva conferences of 1954 and 
1962, which guaranteed the gover- 
elgnty and neutrality ‘of Laos and 
solemnly stipulated that all forces 
must withdraw from the kingdom. 

The 69-year-old Prince must have 
forgotten ‘how many of these scraps 
of paper he has despatched from 
Vientiane in the past 16 yeara, 
during most of which he has been 
Prime Minister of Laos. Although 
he has schemed and ducked and 
swerved with great political agil- 
ity in his forlorn bid towin for his 
country the true neutrality of an As- 
jan Switzerland, the maps have in- 
exorably dictated that it may only 
enjoy the false neutrality of an 
Asian no-man's-land For it is the 
soft-centre of a troubled sub-conti- 
nent and held precariously in place 
by 15 frontiers with six uneasy 
neighbours, . including Communist 
China and North Vietnam, anti- 
Communist Thailand and South 
Vietnam. 

A quiet, cool, self-assured patrl- 
clan whom his political enemies 
damn as perennially naive, Sou- 
vanna Phouma is an outstandingly 
stubborn patriot. For imstead of 
retiring to enjoy the solid, simple 
tastes that betray his French bour-. 
geois upbringing — gardening, mv- 
sic, flattery, a pipe or a good 
cheroot — he‘ persists, year after 
year, in the Augean, seemingly hope- 
less task of clearing his country of 
all the armed foreigners in it, and 
of uniting it peacefully: under a 
single Government of national re- 
conciliation. - x 

The fractured condition of the 
kingdom is not new or abnormal. 
It is congenital. It was for cen- 
turies divided into two, sometimes 
three realme — Vientiane, Luang 
Prabeog, Champassak — which at 
certain evil moments in ‘history 
were acquired by neighbouring Thais 
or Vietnamese suzerains, and finally 
by the French colonial power. A 
united Laos, as such, did not exist. 
The French invented it in 1946. 

None theless, by thattime feudal 
Lao society had thrown up its own 


anti-colonial movement for inde- 
pendence, led by three royal 
brothers of the house of Luang 


Prabang. The eldest is now dead. 
The second was Prince Souvanna 
Phouma, the third Prince Souphan- 
nouvong. But this "Lao Issara”’ — 
Free Lao — conspiracy was fated 
to splinter from the start. 

Souvanna Phouma had been edu- 
cated in France as a civil engineer 
and appointed to a well-paid post 
in the Public Works Department of 
the French colonial administration. 
He married the daughter of a 
French civil servant, and his four 
children were to be educated in 
France. He whole-heartedly admired 
French civilisation, and his object 
was to free the Laotians, not to 
annthilate their masters. 


“Pathet Lao”. 

Souphannouvong, his brilliant half- 
brother, however, had a chip on his 
shoulder, and he did not marry a 
sophisticated French metisge but a 
militantly anti-colonial Vietnamese. 

When France gave Laos a gene- 
rous measure of autonomy within 
the French Union in 1949, Souvan- 
na Phouma and his right-wing fol- 
lowers in the Lao Issara called quits 
and rallied to the new independent 
government in Vientiane. But Sou- 
phannouvong took the left wing 
into the maguis and with the con- 
mivance of tre Vietminh revolu- 
tionarles, who were fighting the 
French in neighbouring Vietnam, 
set up his own rebel “Pathet Lao” 
or Lao State, in the hilis. 

Three years after they had been 
united the Laos were split again. 
Fissure is almost inevitable, for 
Laos is itself a geopolitical fault in 
the stratification of South-Hast 
Asia, ” 
This unkempt, back of beyond 
“land of a million elephants" is 
nearly as big as Britain but has 
fewer than three million inhabitants, 
most of them illiterate. Only about 


half are of Lao stock, and the rest. 


are hill tribesmen — Meo, Yao, 
Kha — who have even less sense 
of nationhood. In the ‘sixties the 
main unofficial source of income 
was their cash crop — opium — 
and the main offielal source a 
dubious traffic In gold. This was 
the fragile kingdom, with its sov- 
eign at Luang Prabang but its 
working capital at Vientiane, for 
which Prince Souvanna Phouma 
was to be the thwarted, ineffectual 
but indispensable political anchor- 
man. : 

In 1950 he was made Minister 
of Public Works, Planning and Posts 
and Telegraphs in Vientiane, and 
became Prime Minister for seven 
out of the eight years that follow- 
ed. By 1953 Laos was a fully in- 
dependent State, and the Geneva 
agreement of .1954, which ended the 
war in Indo-China, provided that 
it showld be united. Souphannouvong 
and his pro-Communist guerrillas 
were to surrender to Vientiane their 
control of the two northern pro- 
vinces up against the Chinese and 
North Vietmamese borders. In re- 
turn regular forces of the Pathet 
Lao would de integrated into the 
Royal Laotian Army and its poii- 
tical leaders would be given posts 
in a Governmem of national union.

However, it must be 
remembered that after the Geneva 
Agreement of 1962 Prince Sou- 
phannouvoag abandoned the “Go- 
vernment of National Union” in 
Vientiane and took to the hills as 
he had done twice before. So in 
1964 Souvanna FPhouma doggedly 
argued his way to compromise 
through seemingly interminabie 
and fruitless tripartite talks with 
leaders of extreme Right and

Whisky smugglers ambushed 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. -- The customs police 
early on Friday fofled an attempt 
to smuggle duty-free ships’ sup- 
plies, bought in Israel, back into 
the country. The captain of an 
Italian chemical tanker and two 
Halfa men were arrested. 

The contraband, 170 bottle of 
whisky and 30.000 American cigar- 
ettes, were impounded as was the 
car used in the alleged smuggl- 
ing and the $1,200 in cash the Is- 
reelis had allegedly psid the Ital- 
jan captain for the goods. 

On orders of the customa autho- 
ritles the sailing of the ship, the 
tma/s Alter, which had brought 
chemicals for the Chemicals and 
Phosphates plant, was delayed so 
that the captain can be brought 


to trial today. The two Israelis, 
who allegedly admitted the smug- 


ΕἾΠΕ attempt, were released on 
bail and will be put on trial with 
the captain, 


The customs collector, Aharon 
Sela, told The Jerusalem Post that 
his department has for some time 
been investigating susplelons that 
duty-free ships’ supplies were be- 
ing smuggled back into the country. 
On Thursday night, customs police 
laid an ambush in the Kishon har- 
bour chemicals terminal An hour 
and a half after midnight, they 
noticed a private car driving up. 
Immediately afterwards the Ughts 
of the Alter were switched on,‘ and 
the constables saw figures coming 
down the gangway to the waiting 
car. They waited 20 minutes and, 


with reinforcements called by radio, 
pounced on the car where the two 
Israelis and their contraband were 
caught. 

The men allegedly admitted hav- 
ing bought the: goods from the 
captain. The constables then went. 
on board amd demanded to be 
shown the duty-free stores which, 
by law, must be kept sealed while 
the ship is in- port. The captain 
then allegedly informed the cust- 
oms that he had sokl some of the 
supplies and -voluntarilly handed 
over the $1,200 ‘he had. received.
